OPPOSE DAYLIGHT SAVING 


Denver Theater Interests Seek Repeal 
of Law Thru City Dads 


Denver, Col., March 19.—Resolutions hare 
been sent the Mayor and city council by the 
local theatrical managers’ association asking 
for a repeal of the daylight saving law. They 
read: 


Whereas, The daylight saving law is con- 
sidered by the theater interests of Denver a 
menace and detriment to their business, unless 
the law can be universally recognized, as it 
results in constant confusion; and 

Whereas, In the case of road shows and 
vaudeville companies’ acts and moving picture 
films arriving in Denver one hour late, per- 
formances are often delayed, patrons of the 
theaters and particularly tourists and all per- 
sons coming in on internrban lines are incon- 
venienced, al! of which results in a loss to the 
various theaters of the city amounting to 
thousands of dollars monthly and makes this 
local law an actual detriment to the financial 
interests we represent: and 

Whereas, The repeal of this law does not 
interfere with any manufacturing concern estab- 
lishing its own heurs for its employees, where- 
by they may begin work an hour earlier and 
be relieved an hour earlier; therefore be it 


Resolved, That the Theatrical Managers’

CRUSADE AGAINST AGENTS 
EVADING LAW CONTINUES 


Startling Developments Expected This Week in 
Campaign Against Excessive Commissions— 
Actors’ Unions Back Movement To 
Stamp Out Illegitimates 


New York, March 21.—There promises to be 
some startling developments during this week 
in connection with the crusade which is be- 
ing waged against the law-evading agentry. It 
is strongly intimated that this campaign against 
excessive commissions may yet lead to an in- 
vestigation of the activities of persons not dis- 
tantly related to certain managerial interests. 

The big actors’ unions, namely, the American 
Artistes’ Federation, the A, E, A., and the 
Chorus Equity Association, altho not actively 
engaged in the drive, are thoroly in sympathy 
with the movement, it was learned, and stand 
ready to support the crusaders, if called upon 
to do so. The agentry, on the other hand, are 
bending every effort to forestall an investiga- 
tion, and are being championed in this by 
those members of the theatrical press generally 
understood to be in the control of managerial 
interests. 


SEEK TO BEFOG ISSUE 


At the law offices of Lyman Hess and 
Charles Kahn, who have actively identified 
themselves on the side of the actor in this 
campaign, it was stated that erroneous state- 
ments are being circulated by the agentry 
crowd in an effort to befog the issue, 

One such statement, intimating that the Ac- 
tors’. Equity is seeking to stamp the theatrical 
agents out of business, so «that its own em- 
ployment agencies may reap the benefit, was 
given wide circulation during the past week. 
Official denial of this report has been made 
by Frank Gillmore, executive secretary of the 
A. E. A. 

“*As far as legitimate agents are concerned,” 
._ said Mr. Gillmore, **we have always been with 
them. We believe that such agents fill a use- 
ful place and are really necessary to the actor 
and manager. But, as for those agents who 
charge in excess of the legal rate, which Is 
five per cent of each week's salary for a 
period of not more than ten weeks, we will 
continue to fight them until their game is too 
hazardous for continuance. 

“It is partly because of this reason that we 
started the motion picture agency, where our 
members receive decent treatment and only pay 
the regular legal fee.” , 

DRAWS ILLUMINATING COMPARISON 

Harry Mountford, executive secretary of the 
A. A. F. in defining the attitude of that or- 
ganization towards the campaign against the 
law-evading agents, said: 

“I understand and am informed that a bill 
has just been passed in Albany prvhibiting 
speculators from shouting out their tickets on 
the street. 1 understand that the U. B. O., 
thru its lobbyist at Albany, was in favor of 
this bill. 

“The bill absolutely prohibits the bally-hooing 
and solicitation of ticket speculators outside 
their offices, or in the streets, on the ground 
of their excessive commissions, 

“Recently I passed along Broadway and 
still I could hear raucous voices of the ticket 
speculators shouting out— ‘Here you are! Best 
seats for the Palace! All good seats obtained 
inside!’ I looked and found that the ticket 
speculator had placed in his office or store a 
loud speaking telephone, the transmitter of 
which was in his doorway so that his voice 
was still heard on Broadway. 

“I am given to understand that the United 
Booking Offices were much disturbed at this eva- 
sion of the law, and pointed out that it was 
illegal to do indirectly what the law forbade 
to be done directly, with the consequence that 
this ingenious speculator has been arrested. 

“A law was passed at Albany which forbade 
the taking of more than five per cent by one or 
more agents, on the ground of their excessive 
commissions, 

“Should not some authority arrest any agency 
that evades the law relating to agent’s commis.

That no act is complete without a verbial appendage of appreciation seems 
to be the rule at the Palace these days Upon the slightest provocation artists 
let loose the orative floodgates and swamp an unsuspecting audience in a sea 
of gushing verbiage. 

Time was when the actor appearing at this house was content with a fair 
share of applause, or, at’ the least, with the stealing of a few bows. Now noth- 
ing short of an oration as to his own merits, the generosity of his auditors and 
what not suffices to appease his cravings for popularity. 

It having grown to be a foregone conclusion that a speech of some sort is 
most necessary to success at America’s foremost vaudeville theater, no few 
artists have obviously gone to the expense of having their “few words of ap- 
preciation” prepared in advance by some skilled scribe. These atrocities of 
literature are delivered as if impromptu, with a considerable degree of coyness 
or assumed modesty, according to sex. Such verbal efforts serve to mar 
everything, from the running time of the bill to the auditors’ digestion. 

Curtain speeches are, for the most part, entirely uncalled for, and, except 
in rare instances, are neither edifying ner diverting. Such being the case, and 
in view of the fact that the audience pays to be entertained and not gassed, 
something should be done to rectify this unnecessary state of affairs. 

Continuing our campaign of editorial picketing for better music at the 
Palace, we call the attention of the Palace management in particular, and the 
whole world in general, to what Gordon Whyte, an expert in such matters, had 
to say about “Vaudeville and the Orchestra” in The Billboard under date of 
April 10 last. 

Drawing a comparison between the Palace musical organization of four- 
teen pieces and the fortyv-piece orchestra of the London Palace, Mr. Whyte says: 
“What a difference! The London Palace has an orchestra. The New York 
Palace has a collection of instruments. It is like a pipe organ with 
half its pipes missing. It can not voice properly . This theater is 
pointed to as the foremost variety house in America. The claim is made that 
only the cream of the profession plays there. Yet the accompaniment pro- 
vided for the artists in this theater is an orchestra of fourteen pieces. The 
smallest music hall in an English provincial town could boast of more.” 

Altho the Palace has no cause to fear for its patronage at this stage of the 
game, it is only natural to assume that, when once Marcus Loew and the 


Shuberts have become firmly entrenched along Broadway, business will suffer » 


in some measure at the Keith house. In view of this it would be well to keep 
in mind that better music means better patronage, and better patronage means 
more money in the box-office—a tune to which even the Palace management 
can not be deaf. 

Save for the opening act, Evans and Perez, the bill at the Palace this week 
is very ordinary. Out of a nine-act lineup there was not one turn of head- 
line caliber. 

James Evans and Louis Perez have, without doubt, one of the most sen- 
sational perch acts to ever appear in vaudeville. Their routine of stunts proved 
unique and sensational. Despite the fact that the house was but partly filled, they 
scored a sure-fire hit. 

Jed Dooley had considerable difficulty with his audience in second spot. 
His declaration that “‘L’ you won't applaud me, you must admire me for my 
nerve,” proved the biggest laugh-getting line in the act. Dooley does a little of 
everything and with apparently little success. 

Harry Masters and Jack Kraft followed in “On With the Dance,” de- 
scribed as “a symbolic satire on legomania,” with words and music by Cliff 
Hess. The supporting cast is good. It includes Bobby Dale, Renee Brahan, 
Elsie Lamont and Grace Masters.

PALACE SPECS § STILL AT IT 


~~ Trade Reopen. Legislative Ruling— 
nstall Caliphones and Get Arrested 


New York, March 18.—Despite legislative 
ruling to the contrary, venders of theater 
tickets, who ply their trade in‘the many door- 
ways about the Palace Theater, continue to 
Operate and do a flourishing business. Any af- 
ternoon or evening ear-splitting squawks of 
“Tickets to the Palace!’ ‘‘Front seats for the 
Palace!” may be heard in the neighborhood of 
Forty-seventh street and Broadway. 

It was such bawlings that attracted the at- 
tention of Patrolman Frye, of the West Forty- 
seventh street police station, one night this 
week. Investigation led to discovery that these 
sounc3 emaneted from a caliphone, located in 
a hallway which connects with Ruben Miller’s 
ticket agency, a few doors frém the lobby of 
the Palace Theater. The noise ceased when Pa- 
trolman Frye arrested Miller. 

In night court Miller protested that he had 
been particularly careful not to break the law. 

Thé law, he said, prohibited anyone from 
specolating on the sidewalk or shouting his 
wares from a doorway. 

In view of this he asserted that he had in- 
stalled a caliphone, such as used by President 
Harding to let persons ten blocks away hear his 
inauguration speech, which permitted him to sit 
wel: back in his store and notify the public 
about his tickets for the Palace.

ALL DAY MEETING OF THE E. N. I. C. 


A meeting of the full council of Entertainments National Industrial Council was held at 
the Ministry of Labor, Whitehall, on March 18, lasting a full day, with Sir Oswald Stoll pre- 
siding. Also attending the meeting were Bronson Alberry, J. E. Vedrenne, Tom B. Davis, R. 
H. Gillespie, Walter Payne, Percival Percival, of the P. E. M. P. A.; Louis Casson, of A. T. 
M.; W. H. X. Rowlands, William Johnson and Date Wiliams, of A. M. U.; Albert Voyce, 
Monte Bayly, Fred Russell, George D’Albert, George French and Lauderdale Maitland, of the 
Variety Artistes’ Federation, and representatives of the N. A. T. E., A. M. U. and E. T. U. 
There was much discussion over the Actors’ Association and Variety Artistes’ Federation's mana- 
gers’ licensing bill, P. E. M. P. A. declaring they had induced the Bishop of London to with- 
draw his support of the bill and await the draft submitted by them. 

After some plain talking it was decided to form a special committee composed of Robert 
Macdonald, Walter Payne, Percival Percival and Louis Cassion, representing the managers, 
and Monte Bayly, Albert Voyce, Fred Russell and George D’Albert representing the Variety 


Artistes’ Federation, together with Sir Oswald Stoll, William Johnson ond Date Williams of 
the T. EB. M, draft a bill and refer it to the parliamentary committee. ‘The National Asso- 
ciation of Theatrical Employees brought forward the following resolution: ‘That this council 
recommends all persons connected with the theatrical industry, either as employers or em- 


ployees, eligible to join an organization connected with this council, to join their appropriate 
association or trade union.”’ But employers balked at it despite the fact that unionization of 
all connected with the industry is a part of the constitution of Entertainments National Indus- 
trial Council. The resolution was eventually shelved by being referred to the executive 


committee, 
MAGNIFICENT ACTING IN “BILL OF DIVORCEMENT” 


“A Bill of Divorcement,” by Clemence Dane, produced at St. Martin's on March 14, is a 
great problem play with some wonderful acting. The action of the play is Christmas Day, 
1932, with the audience watching the domestic compli¢ations resulting from the reform of 
the present British divorce law. 

A woman has divorced her husband on grounds of hopeless insanity, he being in an asylum 
and she about to marry the man she really loves. After sixteen years the exéhusband escapes, 
being now sane, and still loving his wife. The big situation is: Shall the wife think of him 
or her own happiness, and, acting on the principle that one must not cheat life itself, the 
woman goes to the man she loves, while her sixteen-year-old daughter remains to comfort her 
father. This finish is softened in the acting better than in the telling, the play being more 
pleasant than the synopsis suggests. 

The acting thruout is magnificent, with many situations of tragic intensity. 
Braithwaite, as the wife; Meggie Albanesi, as the daughter; Malcolm Keene, as the shell- 
shocked lunatic husband, and C. Aubrey Smith, as the legitimate new lover, are all wonder- 
fully excellent. The authoress was acclaimed thrn the press on March 15 as a dramatic dis- 
covery. She has three novels written—‘The Reciment of Women,” ‘First the Blade” and 
*‘Legend."* She has had five years’ stage experience, having played with the Esmonds as the 
red-haired villainess in ‘‘Eliza Comes To Stay,’’ but has quit acting.

I saw a lot of blokes standing 
around looking the Princess over. If she is 
a mindreader she should slap some of those 
guys in the face. Has that been told lately? 

Do you remember Bamboola? Right, statu- 
ary posing. I saw her at Bostock’s down on 
the Island. Sure, I remember them all. Then 
there was Prince Laurie, sword swallower. 
Prince Randron—gee, here is a freak for your 
life, no arms, no legs, just the trunk and 
head of a man. He rolls cigarets ard every- 
thing, and seems perfectly happy. After you 
look at this guy you will never complain when 
you can’t fill the last half.

Of Performers in Chicago 


Managers Are Walking the 
Floor Looking for 
People 


-—— 


Chicago, March 17.—When a manager plans 
to put out a show he is just as much in earnest 
as the man looking for a lead for himself. A 
lot Of managers right now are vainly seeking 
people. Their booking agents are working on 
all fours, turning over every stone trying to get 
the people for them. The agents are getting 
wan and tired, and the managers are fuming 
with impatience. 

“Five hundred performers could be placed with 
shows that will go out in April and May,’ said 
one well-known agent. “By that I mean 500 
more than are now in the Chicago territory.”’ 

“One hundred tent shows will try to organize 
in Chicago this season,’’ said another agent. 
“We are trying to get people for them and the 
people are scarce. Nearly 200 actors are tied 
up in stock companies in Chicago alone. We 
are needing people in all lines for the dramatic 
shows this season.”’ 

From ten to twelve people will be wanted 
with each tent show that goes afield. More 
stocks are working this season than ever, ana 
they, of course, have a lot of people tied up. 
Following the depletion of the one-nighters, ow- 
ing to difficulties of getting consecutive time, 
Many legitimate actors have drifted into vaude- 
ville. Many of them own their own acts, and 
many more are trying to do so. Therefore, ac- 
cording to the booking agents, the problem of 
getting people in the Chicago field is even more 
acute than in previous seasons. Virtually all 
of the men who had tent shows out last year 
are going out again, and a lot of new ones are 
arranging to do the same thing.

Nutmeg Match’’ which was even worse. So, 
let no one make the excuse that we caught them 
in one bed bill. We sow them give two 
performances, both equally impossible. 

It is just a case of being all wrong from 
the front door in. There is a general air of 
incompetence all over the place. Those in 
charge of every department display the high- 
est degree of inefficiency. As you approach the 
house you note that about one-third of the 
electric sockets under the glass canopy are 
empty, and that the bulbs in nearly one-half 
of those present are burnt cut. You pass a 
conple of brass frames, very green and sadly 
in need of a cleaning, and enter a very dirty 
lobby. You pass thru the main door, where 
the mejority seem to be surrendering ‘“‘paper,"’ 
into a badly kept auditorium, You sit in a 
Wooden-seated chair ang listen to the one ex- 
cellent item on the program, a ladies’ or- 
cbestra that ts o, k. 

The curtain rises on a badly lighted stage 
to show you some of the world’s worst scenery. 
The flats are half lashed together, painted 
without taste or discretion, and the paneling

lems that are of vital interest to actors who

E. A.:

| “Dear Sir—Doubtiess you are well aware of 
f 


the fact that there are many people in the 
‘rep’ and ‘stock’ game who cannot afford to 
run into Chicago or New York City every time 
they want an engagement, and they as a con- 
sequence secure engagements thru the ‘Wanted’ 
in The Billboard—not because they lack the 
ability to secure engagements thru the ‘agency,’ 
but because it usually means ‘jumping out’ to 
the very show one could have joined ‘direct,’— 
besides the expense of ‘resting’ in the larger 
town. This is my case as well as many other 
members of Equity. We answered an ad in 
The Billbourd and received a ‘favorable’ reply. 

“Now what I want to know is this. Can the 
Manager give contracts and eliminate what he 
pleases? For instance, the wardrobe clause? 

“Oan I accept an amount eqial to the fare 
from Chicago to opening point or would I be 


protection? 

“If a manager plays a stock engagement of 
eix to eight weeks (two bills a week), which 
might mean two-a-day, and after going on the 
foad may play only seven performances a week, 
would he be entitled to the extra shows dur- 
fnmg the stock engagement to equalize the 
lesser number which he may give when travel- 
ing? 

“Would this letter to me be considered a 
contract and the stipulation of ‘25 weeks any- 
Way’ be considered a senson’s contract and 
thus eliminate the two weeks’ clause? 

“Could he have an all-Equity company un- 
Ger those conditions? 

“Would Equity protect its members under 
those circumstances? 

“You see this is the third or fourth letter 
I have received from Western managers all 
objecting to paying fares beyond a certain dis- 
tance—and two were willing to ‘meet us half 
‘way’ All shows of reputation—and claiming 
to be 100 per cent Equity—and willing to give 
full Equity contracts outside of that one clause. 

“Do you think this matter might be ‘ad- 

justed’ between the manager and actor, or do 
you consider it merely a ‘wedge to overturn 
Equity’ in the future? 
“We are only small fish in a small pond re- 
rained by a net of circumstances, but we 
re heart and soul Equity and want to do the 
Tight thing. I have taken up a great deal of 
your time, but many a ‘rep’ actor is ‘guessing’ 
at these same questions, and will be glud to be 
put right. I myself am living in hope that 
you will honor me wtih an early reply, so as 
to know how to cope with these situations 
when they arise. We want work—we need 
work—but we want Equity always.”’ 

Mr. Gillniore’s reply follows: 

“March 17, 1921. 

“Dear Sir—First of all, I desire to remark 
that you are NOT ‘small fish,’ at least not 
in the eyes of your association, but even if you 
were, we shonld remind that all fish are 
necessarily small at one period in their careers. 

“The questions you ask demand a great deal 
of thonght, which only goes to prove what a 
convenience hard and fast rules would be. And 
yet hard and fast rules to cover everything 
would result in hardships to many, partic- 
ularly in a profession confronting all sorts of 
contingencies thereafter. In spite of the great- 
er convenience, we prefer that some rules 
should be elastic in order that they can be 
stretched a little now and then, 

“We have been very busy in New York try- 
ing to systematize conditions in the different 
classes of companies and, to be perfectly 
Pies frank, we have only jnst come to the ‘reps* 
not because their importance is less than any 
of the others, but becanse ‘one thing at a time’ 
is the best principle to work on and also be- 
cause our membership in the ‘reps’ has only 
recently hecome very strong. 

“The new ‘rep’ contract is almost ready, 
bot we will hold it until we hear from yuu 
again, since we feel that you may be able

give us valuable information which will be 
added to what we already have. 

“The Equity STOCK contract permits the 
manager to insert the number of performances 
per week. This seemed necessary at the time on 
account of the varying customs which ranged 
from as low as eight to as high as fourteen. 
Personally, I believe that no more than ten 
performances should ever be allowed and that 
the ‘rep’ contract should conform to this, pre-

THREE ONE-ACT PLAYS 


By HAROLD CHAPIN 


The performance of three one-act 
plays and part of a three-act one, by 
Harold Chapin, was spoiled for me by 
a fulsome appreciation, which was dis- 
tributed with the programs, of the 
young man who was Killed in the Bat- 
tle of Loos. If one were to take seri- 
ously the matter printed very carefully 
and expensively in the pamphlet, the 
conclusion is inevitable that the great- 
est crime of the latest war against the 
genius of the world was the taking off 
of Mr. Chapin. Unfortunately the pres- 
entations of the plays made at the Lit- 
tle Theater do not justify either the ap- 
preciation nor warrant the conclusion. 


One, “It’s the Poor as ’Elps the Poor,”. 


had a searching touch, and it displayed 
skill in stagemanaging the characters. 
“Augustus in Search of a Father” is 
bunglingly sentimental enough to be a 
successful vaudeville act, but never 
with the cast which played it; and 
“Muddle Annie” is an obvious study of 
middle-class English life. The first act 
of “The New Morality,” which Grace 
George gave at a series of special mati- 
nees, has been reviewed before in con- 
nection with the play. The perform- 
ance of that first act at the Little Thea- 
ter was remarkable for a weirdly ton- 
silar characterization by Stanley War- 
mington. Taken without the printed 
bouquet, which is very awful in its 
treacly decisiveness, the plays are in- 
teresting enough. They would have to 
be supergreat to bear out the en- 
comiums on Mr. Chapin. It is another 
case of “Good Lord, from the tongues 
and pens of my friends, deliver me 
when I am with the dust!” 

Ivan Simpson did a good bit as the 
returned convict in the “It’s the Poor 
as "Elps the Poor,” and Leona Hogarth 
was excellent as the crippled sister in 
“Muddle Annie.” She talks plainly and 
Pleasantly and has something in her.

T have to thank “Survival of the 
Fittest’ for a unique experience. 
Since I have been covering shows for 
The Billboard I have played Casabi- 
anca without flinching. No matter 
how bad the play was, I stayed until 
the bitter last curtain as a matter of 
duty. An honest drama reporter 
must remain, no matter who goes, 
hot only to observe just how terrible 
the end of the evening may be, but 
also to fairly report any extenuating 
circumstances, connected with the 
closing scenes. But “Survival of the 
Fittest” smashed my record to fiin- 


ders. Confession of that fact is made 
not in penitence either. Rather with 
a glow of virtuous satisfaction do I 
declare to the world that I WALKED 
OUT AFTER THE THIRD ACT, AND 
LET THE FITTEST SURVIVE. I am 
glad I did. Life is too short to sit 
thru four acts of such unmitigated 
slops. Three acts are enough for any- 
one who is not a hog for punishment. 
Imagine a collection of characters not 
one of whom is quite right! All the 
doctor’s patients have six months to 
live; “The Bib Man” is really an an- 
thropoid ape who has just dropped 
off a deadly upas tree with a cocoa- 
nut in his hand, and who has thirst 
for champagne, a Tarzan of the 
Grapes, as ‘twere; Jim Reid has a 
leaky heart valve, Will Reid is a co- 
caine fiend, whose entrances and exits 
should be made to the jingle of sleigh- 
bells; Katharine Willard is a huzzy 
whose “kiss would floor you,” who 


the cocaine fiend selected it. You 
notice that the program says “The 
action takes place now, tho the story 
might have anti-dated the present 
time by a thousand or two years.” It 
is unfortunate the presentation of the 
play did not “anti-date” the present 
by a thousand or more years—and

The acting was a triumph of deter- 
mination over instinct. Every man 
and woman in the cast should receive 
a wound stripe en brochette. Mon- 
tagu Love should be put back in the 
tree at once and made to stay in the 
movies, where all bad actors go. Wini- 
fred Lenihan should receive a medal 
and a vote of thanks for wearing an 
evening frock with sleeves in it. Grant 
Stewart should be cited for not crack- 
ing a smile all thru the evening and 
for his dress vest, which looks as if

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If you can swallow the gigantic ab- 
eurdity of the opening act of “The 
Great Adventure” the rest of the play 
is good fun. The trouble is you can 
not forget that even so timid a man 
as Ilam Carve could ever be quite so 
tongue-tied as to keep still as long as 
he did about the man who was dead in 
the next room. It is all right to be 
people-shy, but to permit one’s servant 
to be mistaken for oneself when dying 
and keep the thing up after he is 
dead is stretching the artistic tem- 
perament a bit too thin. When Al- 
bert Shawn, valet to the illustrious 
painter, gets pneumonia and dies his 
master allows everyone who views 
the remains before and after rigor 
mortis has set in (sounds very funere- 
al that) to believe it is himself not 
because he has the set purpose in 
mind of deceiving or of finding his 
real position in the artistic world, or 


of having the extraordinary privilege 
of reading his own obituaries. He 
does it for no reason at all. 

Arnold Bennett cannot offer the ex- 
tensive mantle of absentmindedness 
as an excuse for his principal figure’s 
indifference. Carve just does not tell 
and that is all there it to it. In failing 
to supply a plausible motive for the 
deception the playwright has built his 
house on a quicksand which slides 
from under him at the most critical 
moments. Even to call the piece a 
play of fancy, to fill it with what, un- 
der other circumstances, would be 
vastly amusing situations, and some 
very bright lines, is not to make it 
effective. The elemental flaw in “The 
Great Adventure” is what makes its 
otherwise good satire take on the lines 
of very broad burlesque now even as 
when presented at the Booth Theater 
in 1913. You cannot take any phase 
of the story seriously. When comedy 
cannot be so taken it never approach- 
es the borderline of real success. 

In another place and at another 
time I hope to say something about 
the selection of plays like “The Great 
Adventure” for theaters like the 
Neighborhood Playhouse. So long as 
it is being given down on Grand 
street there is no good discussing this 
recurrent exhibition of the underlying 
fault in the theory of all these re- 
gional show houses. Anyone who 
makes the not easy journey down- 
town to see the play will be repaid by 
witnessing or: of the best hits of sus- 
tained, intelligibie, perfectly human 
comedy playing this season has pro- 
duced, the Widow Cannot of Deirdre 
Doyle. It is strange, and illuminating, 
that the reporters of dramatic events 
should have so completely missed this 
bit of artistry. Perhaps they have not 
seen it. Perhaps Miss Doyle does not 
belong to the Actor-Author-Producer- 
Reviewer Mutual Admiration Society 
which is killing good acting and hon- 
est criticism by tea table adulation. I 
suspect the real reason is that the 
gentlemen who cover the shows do 
not recognize a good thing when it 
hits them on the nose. I can shut 
my eyes now and see the up-gush of 
babbling admiration, I can hear the 
beating of cymbals and the blaring of 
trumpets, if Miss Doyle happened te 
be discovered by Arthur Hopkins, the 
producer of a play called “Macbeth,” 
by an unknown author, of if she was 
a Drama League Free Feedee, or if 
she came from the sacred ilex groves 
ef the Theater Guild. It makes a great 
difference whether you are an Zast 
Side or a West Side actor, and even 
how far over on the East Side you 
happen to act. Miss Doyle is too near 
the river and the bridges to get her 
just meed of praise. But she needn’t 
care about all that. She can play 
comedy with the exact feeling, with 
light and shade, with pleasantness and 
lack of staginess, and with complete 
obliteration of audience watching. She 
knows the value of crescendo speech 
in reading a line with a laugh on the 
end of it, yet she never strains after 
points. To me her Janet Cannot, for 
which Wish Wynne had to be exported 
from the varieties to play in the Lon- 
don production, was a bit of charac- 
terization complete, simple, beautifully 
rounded and vastly uncommon. Har- 
old West was very good as the picture 
dealer, Annie Highes did well a 
broadly comic bit and Alice Lewisohn 
played a professional highbrow with 
insight and clarity. Ian Maclaren 
was a million miles away from appre- 
ciation of the role of lam Carve. He 
interpreted the part with the super- 
ficiality of an overworked stock actor 
and with most of the mannerisms of 
that type of player. Mr. Maclaren 
has possibilities. He is young, per- 
sonable and has a good voice, but he 
is developing sloppy articulation, lit- 
tle wigglings of the head and trunk, 
and is being. badly coached. Under

Reached Top in Four Years— 
Believes in Being a Good 
Trouper—Be Natural, He 
Says—Explains 
Technique 


Advice is the easiest thing to give and the 
hardest thing to take, and it isn’t our long 
suit either way, but occasionally we make ex- 
ceptions, and Sidney Blackmer is one of them. 
He advises aspiring Thespians to be natural 
under all circumstances, and we turn around 
to say to him, “‘Be natural yourself!" 

How different a person can be at different 
times. Again we cite Sidney Blackmer. The 
first time we saw him back stage at the Punch 
and Judy Theater, where he is appearing in 
two of the four Clare Kummer playlets being 
presented there in a series of matinees we 
came back ready to tell you all the horrid 
things we thought about him. We were going 
to say that he acted more off the stage than 
he did on it. We were going to tell you about 
the superficial gestures which he made when 
be talked, of his fimsy phrases and trite ex- 
pressions. The funny part of it is that it all 
would bave been true. Anyone that can say, 
“My mother was suppressed emotionally and I 
was her expression,”’ with a straight face de- 
serves the worst roasting any interviewer can 
give him. We didn't know that the Sex-Starved 
Woman went any farther back than the wings. 
He really said it, buf we'll give him the bene- 
fit of the doubt and believe that he didn’t quite 
know bow bad it was going to sound. Anyway, 
it sounded worse than it looks in print (and 
that’s going some), especially when it was 
accompanied by one of those flowery waves of 
the hand that means less than nothing at all. 

But when we saw him the second time in 
his brown and yellow living room at the Al- 
gonguin Hotel he had lost his artificial pose 
and become a serious-minded young man. Over 
the footlights he’s the sort of a man with 
whom it isn’t hard for the ladies to fall in 
love, if you are that kind of a lady. But in 
his hotel he was as different from the man I 
had met at the theater as any two people 
could have been. He's only 24, and already he 
has had his name in electric lights on Broad- 
way. He talked a great deal about the ‘‘hard 
struggle,’ but I think that was a pose more 
than anything else. He did have to work in 
the shipping room at Stern's nailing boxes, and 
sell overcoats in Brill's, and then once he rode 

in the subway all night. But when one knows 

about the countless souls who never get their 
chance, and the Frank Bacons and Frank Me-

ry, N. C., if you would be exact. He landed 


New York with $4.70 on Labor Day in 1916. 
e following February he landed his first part 
with Winthrop Ames in ‘‘The Morris Dance.” 
After that he was with the Ben Greet Shake- 
spearean repertoire company, then with Maf- 
garet Wycherly in ‘The Thirteenth Chair” 
Played stock in Northampton, Mass., and in 
“39 East,"’ where he took the part of the 
Negro waiter and understudied Henry Hull. 
Hull fell ill—it was the epidemic year—and 
Blackmer played his part or Broadway for a 
longer period than he did himself. He played 
the lead on tour also. Maxine Elliott cast 
him as her son in ‘‘Trimmed in Scarlet." The 
latter he considers his best part. Last year 
he co-starred with Eva Le Gallienne in “‘Not So 
Long Ago,” both in New York and on tour. 
Since this closed he has been at the Punch and 
Judy Theater. 

Mr. Blatkmer put much stress on the im- 
portance of being a ‘‘good trouper.” ‘What do 
you mean by a ‘good trouper’”’ we asked. 

“An actor who makes the best of things on 
the road,”* he replied. “He may have to be 
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up all night rehearsing, play a matinee and 
again at night. If he can be cheerful despite 
discomforts he’s a good trouper. If he’s a 
kicker he'll never be a good trouper. 

“I haven't any use for the philander in art. 
And you'll find ofteu that the poor trouper is 
a dilettante, There is a difference between an 
actor and a dilettante, you know." He looked 
as tho he expected me to argue with him. “A 
dilettante is one who takes his acting: as a 
joke and his social engagements seriously; an 
actor is one who takes his profession seriously 
and his social activities as a joke." 

Let’s interrupt long enough to tell you that 
Bilackmer is quite good looking. His eyes are 
large and brown, with black lashes and brows. 
His hair is black and straight, and thin on 
top. This last be told me was due to the 


vating business?"’ we asked in a vain effort at 
humor. It was lost on him. 

“Well, I intend to play good parts so well 
that people will lose their tastes for plays of 
another sort!’ he explained. “I shan’t play 
in anything but plays of the finest appeal.

The fact 
that practically all companies playing today 
in Chicago are 100 per cent Equity reflects great 
credit on the deputies, whose duty it should al- 
ways be to try and send to the main office 100 
Der cent returns, both in the way of members 
and paid-up cards. Deputies have to employ 
the greatest tact and discretion. Upon being 
elected they should lay out a plan of cam- 
Daigo for themselves. Some non-members should 
be approsched one way and others another. Pa- 
tlence is necessary in obstinate cases, but with

On Timely Subjects by One Who 
Clearly and Thinks Straight 


(The following letter was _yecetved by Mr. 
Mountford and, ike him, we think it fs worth 
reproducing in our columns.—The Editors.) 

Michigan, March 10, 1921. 
Harry Mountford, Sec., 
1440 Broadway, New York. 
My Dear Mr. Mountford: 

Your letter of November 29, 1920, was re- 
ceived, unanswered, but not forgotten, It came 
at a time when my mind was occupied with so 
many other things I was unable to do any 
Constructive thinking—hence an answer wouldn't 
have been worth the postage to deliver it into 
your hands. 

In my judgment the time has come when the 
real drama is coming into its own. A greater 
sermon is preached to me when I attend the 
worthwhile play than when I listen to the 
majority of ministers express their “] thinks,’ 

I spent the winter in Boston last year and 
of all the many plays I attended “John Fer- 
guson”’ is uppermost in my mind today. I could 
not tell you who starred it, in fact I should 
have to hunt up my program to know who any 
one of the players was, but I feel as if I knew 
personally the author and how his mind worked. 
In my humble opinion that is ART. I wanted 
to write a letter to the author when I left 
the theater. Never before have I had such 
a desire to get in direct communication with 
anyone responsible for what I saw on the other 
side of the footlights, 

Theatregoing is my hobby, criticizing my joy. 
I am dramatic to the backbone, and am an 
actor on the stage of life, 


Sees 


For two seasons [ sold lyceum talent for the 
Redpath Bureau. It was my suggestion that 
instead of serving tha audiences ‘“‘hash” they 
send out a first-class dramatic company, in 
order that the minister, the banker, school 
superintendent, lawyer, school teacher, washer- 
woman and all the others from every rank 
and file might receive a vivid impression, which 
would lead each individual to do some REAL 
CONSTRUCTIVE THINKING and make it a 
part of his every day life. 

How piuch of that do we see by nine-tenths 
of plays produced? What more logical reason 
is there for the five thousand actors and 
actresses being out of work today? In my 
judgment it is not the fault of the individual 
who helps complete the picture, it’s the pro- 
ducer. 

There is a dramatic instinct in «very human 

for we all are actors en life’s stage. 
The lyceum and chautauqua is here to stay. It 
is in its infancy, but the day is not far off 
when it will be considered as ‘‘The Greatest 
University of the Country.” It a Ts to me 
that this is a golden opportunity for the 
“Powers That Be,’ the backlone of the present 
producing field to say, ‘‘About Face.” 

Why not let the ,five thousand out of em- 
ployment go out and learn to really LIVE for 
a whi? The people who are struggling along 
with their community theaters are the individ- 
vals who will be backed by the lyceum and 
chautauqua. Such individuals are going to 
make every man and woman in the chautauqua 
tent or lyceum auditorium feel and know he 
is theM merely for the joy of it. The re- 
Mmuneration, the love of travel and adventure 
is secondary in his mind. The ‘reason there 
are so many dramatic individuals out of work 
at the present time isn’t because the people 
are not hungry for what they have to give. 

I attended a production of “It Pays To Ad- 
yertise’’ or our big seven-day circuit in August, 
1919. The rain was pouring down on the tert, 
the speeches could scarcely be hearg some of 
the time, but the tent was packed. A few 
hundred would have been turned away had the 
weather been fine. At none of the other per- 
formances afternoon or evening during the week 
was there such a crowd. People are HUN- 
GRY for it, but the majority of plays pro- 
duced in New York and small road companies 
sent out into the smaller communities have 
such shallow, meaningless waterial that the 
people who are the backbone of our country— 
the farmers—will make no effort to attend, but 
WILL ATTEND CHAUTAUQUA AND LYCEUM. 

1 was born on a farm, lived there until I 
was eleven years old. I am proud of it! It is 
the only hope I have of ever becoming even 
near-great. My people live in a farming com- 
munity, but we would all like to see plays 
like “John Ferguson’’ without having to buy 
a@ railroad ticket for Chicago, Boston or New 
York each time. 

The small town banker and minister lke 
to shake the hand of Parkes, Cadman, Taft, 
Daniel and other speakers we have on our 
circuits and lyceum courses. Taking the actors 
and actresses as a whole, how many of them 
really WANT to respond to that same feeling? 
Perhaps they all do. But they have lved in 
a shallow atmosphere of thought so long they 
have almost forgotten what REAL living is 
like. So I say, let them disband, get close 
to nature for a while, then when they are 
ready to come bark into the field their vision 
and viewpoint on life, the lyceum and chau- 
tauqua, ‘“‘The Greatest University in the Coun- 
try.” will bring the drama of Shakespearean 
days back into its own.

ciety for the Publication of American Music 
that the Advisory Committee has examined the 
compositions submitted to the society for pub- 
lication during the second season, 1920-1921, and 
at a private hearing the various compositions 
were played by a quartet consisting of Messrs. 
Kortschak, Gordon, Lifschey and Stoeber, and 
assisted by Mr. Barrere. Of the twenty-three 
compositions submitted, and which were almost 
entirely chamber music, the Advisory Committee 
selected for publication a Quartet for Strings, 
written by Henry Holden Huss of New York, 
and a Quartet for Strings (Serenade), written 
by Leo Sowerby, of Chicago, which two com- 
positions will be published under the direction 
of the society. 

The Board of Directors announces that it will 
receive new compusitions up to October 15, 1921, 
and calls the attention of those intending to sub- 
mit compositions that they are to be chamber 
music, as piano pieces, songs, orchestral or oc- 
casional numbers cannot be considered for pub- 
lication at this time. 


While the interest taken in and the co-opera- 
tion given the Society for the Publication of 
American Music has been very gratifying, it 
has not been as widespread as it should be in 
order to enable the organization to accomplish 
as much as is desired, and, altho we have in 
these columns, from time to time, stated the 
purpose of the society and thereby interest per- 
haps lovers of music who might become mem- 
bers, we again repeat that the chief object of 
the society is to encourage American composers 
in their work thru publishing each year several 
American compositions which have been selected 
by a Special Committee to pass upon such com- 
positions as are submitted. New members are 
needed; in fact the membership should be in- 
creased to at least 500, as the money to pay for 
the publication of compositions is derived solely 


from the annual fees of the members. The aver- 
age cost for the publication of the parts of a 
string quartet is about $350, the miniature score 
adding a similar sum, therefore it will be read- 
ily appreciated that unless the membership is 
large the society must necessarily be limited in 
the ber of compositions published each sea- 
son. The cost of an annual membership is only 
$5 per year, and a Life Membership can be had 
for $100. Here is an opportunity for any and 
all who are desirous of aiding in the encourage- 
ment of American composers, as the annual 
membership fee would not be a burden to any- 
one, and there certainly should be many, many 
people in these United States who could well 
afford to take a life membership. All applica- 
tions for membership should be sent to The So- 
ciety for the [Publication of American Music, 
William Burnett Tuthill, Secretary, 185 Madison 
avenue, New York City.

FREE BAND CONCERTS 


To Be Resumed at Chicago’s Municipal

Chicago, March 19.—The free band concerts 
and community singing will be resumed in the 
Menicipal Pier the latter part of May, the 
date depending largely on weather conditions. 
The city of Chicago spent about $5,000 last 
yeor on its free concerts, and it has been an- 
nounced that a similar sum will be spent this 
season. The situation with respect to free 
concerts in Chicago is peculiar. Each of the 
three boards, South, West and Lincoln, give con- 
certs which are paid for by a separate tax 
levy in their respective districts. The Chicago 
Band is supported by popular subscriptions and 


Goes not draw on the city treasury for its 
support. It is only on special occasions that 
the city hires a band outside of the music at 
the pier. 

The concerts on the pier ere given Sunday 
afternoons and on holidays. These concerts are 
uniformly well attended and have grown into a 
popular feature. It is reported that the con- 
certs held by the park boards will be cut down 
to some extent this year owing to the present 
high taxes and the genera] high cost of living 
in the city.

Wonderful as his 
music is of course, and as thoroly appreciated 
as it could be in smaller doses, another piv- 
gram including several more of our neglected 
American musicians would have been much more 
_ “Master Singers’ Prelude, ‘Flying 
Dutchman’ Overture, “Procession of the Gods 
Into Valhalla,’ from the Rhinegold; ‘Ride of 
the Valkyries” and the “Fire Music’ and Sieg- 
fried’s Funeral Music were splendidly interpreted 
by Mr. Damrosch (sometimes without score) 
and quite heavily played by his men. There 
seemed to be greater desire for power and 
sound than there was for finished effect. it 
was a day for the brasses. 

A refreshing delight and the redeeming fea- 
ture of the somewhat ponderous program was 
the appearance and singing of Florence Easton. 
Her remarkable work this season with the Metro- 
politan Opera forces, particularly her eleventh 
hour substituting for others with ‘“‘temper- 
amental’’ colds, has added greatly to her reputa- 
tion and many to her admirers. The ovation 
ebe received yesterday was due to her excel- 
lent rendition in understandable English and 
pure voice the familiar “Senta’s Ballad’ from 
“The Fiying Dutchman” snd “Brunhilde's 
Immolation,”* the last scene of the Nibelungen 
Cycle.

REVIEW 

A summer house garden set with a personally 
attractive singing and dancing ensemble of 
feminines was enlivened by Bert Spencer in 
butler attire, whose narrative paved the way 
for the various characters in a plot which 
caused us to sit up, look and listen, Abe Reyn- 
olds, a natty attired Hebrew with a faint mus- 
tache and sideburns, as the featured comic, was 
a burlesque comedian par excellence. Art 
Mayor, the co-comic, was out of the ordinary 
as a clean attired modified Dutch comic. 

Monica Redmond, a well developed brunet 


with a dimpled ever smiling face and sparkling 
eyes, was the prima donna. Dot Leighton, a 
vivacious ingenue, was admirable. Flossie 
Everette, in a Frenchified soubret characteriza- 
tion, was a revelation in each and every one o 
her activities, singing, dancing, splits, high 
kicks and, far greater to our way of thinking, 
her charming Parisian mannerism in her acting 
in scenes, for she demonstrated real acting 
ability. 

Joe Mercer, a juvenile straight and a manly 
one at that, with Lloyd Peddrick and George 
Rose in various bits was good. 

With all the actors on the scene the plot 
was unfolded. Prima Redmond, a fascinating 
widow seeking a husband, finds the prospects 
good in the rivalry of Gomic Reynolds ana 
Co-comic Mayor, and fearing to scare them 
off she induces her manly son Mercer to act 
as her secretary. Comic Reynolds, fearing to 
lose out, induces his ward, Ingenve Leighton, 
to play cook, and a mighty attractive one she 
made. 

Comic Reynolds was further handicapped by 
the appearance on the gcene of Soubret Flossie, 


the vamping Parisian actress, What they one 
and all sald and did was apparently confusing 
to the participants, but bighly amusing to thy 
audience, which laughed and applauded their 
every tine and act until the denouement, when 
exposures and explanations were in order, 

Verily this was something different in ‘hor 
lesque that was refreshing to an audience 
accustomed to a rehash of many and varied 
antiquated bits. A. Douglas Leavitt is credited 
with the book and we commend him for giving 
the company clean and clever comedy with 
which to amuse us. Interspersed thruout the 
Scenes were individual song numbers by the 
principals, who were backed up exceptionally 
well by one of the best singing choruses that 
we have heard fn burlesque. Comic Reynolds’ 
“She's Got It’ caught on with the audience 
and he was well encored. 

In an elaborate roof garden scene Ingenne 
Teighton and Juvenile Straight Mercer in a 
singing and dancing specialty were excellent. 
In a New York street scene Co-comic Mayor ang 
Soubret Flossie *‘Love Me Any Place’ was a 
winner. 

On the banks of the Nile in Oriental attire 
Lloyd Peddrick sang “Karayan’’ in a woncerful 
voice. Co-comic Mayor in Egyptain attire as 
Mare Antony to Prima Redmond’s Cleopatra and 
Comie Reynolds as a Manhattan Hebrew vamp 
caused a riot of laughter and applause, and 
was a fitting finale. 

The second part was Jaid in China and the 
singing of Inogenve Leighton and Juvenile Mer- 
cer was a classic. A bobbed-haired brunet 
programmed as Ethel Lake stepped out of the 
chorus and sang ‘“‘In China’® and her person- 
ality and vocalism denote future possililities 
for a prima donna role. Bert Spencer and 
George Rose in Chinese makeup and mannerism 
danced apropos, to a continuous round of 
applause, A telephone exchange with booths 
was the foundation for some excellent bur- 
lesqueing. 

Soubret Flossie in black iridescent cos 
tume as the jazz vampire was an admirable 
picture that was enchanced by her singing, which 
sure did get the big hand.

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LIFTING MELODIES 


And Turning Them :nto Songs 


Musical Comedy Composers 
Have Become Adept at the 
Art—Might Turn to 

Operas ° 


oe . 


The musical comedy composer has become very 
adept of late at lifting good melodies and turn- 
ing them into songs. In ‘‘Love Birds’ Sigmund 
Romberg has used the principal phrase of Sind- 
ing’s ‘Fruhlingrauschen,’”” or ‘‘Rustling of 
Spring,’’ for his principal number. It is a gor- 
geous melody and is well used. In another mu- 
sical comedy in town the composer ‘‘swiped"’ the 
second theme of the Chopin ‘‘Minute Waltz,” 
changing the time from 3-4 to 44. A popular 
song composer ‘‘borrowed’’ the opening phrase 
from “‘Un bel di’’ in Puccini's ‘‘Madam But- 
terfly’’ and made an effective rag of it. An- 
other used the theme of Chopin’s ‘Fantaisie 
Impromptu” to make a song, and still another 
bas used a phrase bodily from the old hymn, 
“Rest, Rest to the Weary,"’ for a musical com- 
edy number. 


Now, aside from ethics of this sort of thing, 
Why don’t these composers go to sources which 
ate not so recognizable? An opera subscription 
OF a course of symphony concerts should net 
the composer who is suffering from sterility of 
the melodic center a splendid fund of tunes, 
Which only the confirmed concertgoer would rec- 
ognize. Since the proportion of these in any 
musical comedy audience is very small he would 
then be almost immune from discovery. 

For the benefit of the composer in need of as- 
sistance, I will give him absolutely free of cost 
a few veins of melody he can tap and from 
which he should reap infinite reward and a 
great reputation for originality. All he has to 
4@o is to visit the music room of the New York 
Public Library or any other good collection of 
scores and help himself. In fact, if he will 
select the particular score—if he can read it—he 
will find his orchestration ready made for him. 

There is a gorgeous melody, made to order for 
a big soprano number in Tschaikowski’s ‘‘Pa- 
thetique’’ Symphony. It is the first theme of the 
Grst movement.* There is also a great dance 
number in the third movement of the same sym- 
phony. It is a 5-4 four movement—and that 
has never been heard in musical comedy. Then 
be can find a beautiful melody, all ready to 
turn over to the lyricist, in the Adagio movement 
of the Haydn Violoncello Concerto in D minor. 
The Rachmaninoff Third Piano Concerto has an 
exquisitely beautiful belody, dripping with sen- 
timentality, in the first movement. The second 
Movement of the Beethoven Fifth Symphony 
Will give him another. If he wants a corking 
@ance number he will find it in the Bach Fugue 
for Organ in C minor. The Romanza of the 
Mendelssohn Violin Concerto in E minor and the 
third movement of the same composer's Piano 
Concerto in G minor will give two more beau- 
ties. 


But why go on? Surely this is enough to put 
the aspiring composer on the right track. Here 
are melodies made to order, melodies that few 
will recognize, melodies that will give him en- 
during fame and line his pockets well. It is 
true that a reaf gift for melody on his part, 
backed up by a thoro knowledge of harmony, 
counterpoint, theory and composition, would en- 
able him to compese some original tunes of his 
own, but that is expecting teo much from any 
composer.

Dolly Connolly has the principal fewale part, 
Miss Connolly is 8 splendid singer, she bas @ 
pleasant veice and every word she sings comes 
across the footlights with distinctness.

Broce Goode, “‘saxophone king of Green Mill 
Gardens, Chicago,” will set out on Easter 
Monday for a play that will carry them from 
the Windy City to California, the West Coast 
and Canada and wind up in Chicago about Jann- 
ary 1, 1022. The names of thix “‘qnintet of 
master music makers, saturated With incom- 
parable sneaky, snooky dance rbythm,”’ are 
Lawrence Fuller, maneger, drummer and xylo- 
phonist; Bruce BR, Goode, saxophonist and xylo- 
phonist; Teddy PFugmann, eccentric dancer, 


composer; Paul Spaulding, violin, sax. and sing- 
er. The boys are all members of the A. F. 
of M. 

In playing for vaudeville acts we meet up 
with some funny ideas—some of them quite 
ridiculous. For instance, a lady singer will 
say: “My voice is not very strong; come out 
loud with the brass—give me plenty of sup- 
port.’ 

It seems that she should hare cautioned us 
to play rather softly in order that she might 
be heard. Some weeks ago a tiolin solo was 
on the bill played by a lady. The cornet part 
was exactly the same as the violin part which 
she played. It went above the staff in some 
spots, but she told me to “play it right out’ 
along with her. Can you imagine such a thing? 
The solo violin part duplicated by the cornet. 
Seems as tho she would want to be heerd 
without amyone else butting in. 

But, of course, we do as they wish in such 
cases. They seem to have no confidence in 
themselves; are afraid to go it alone. A real 
singer or soloist of any kind will tell bis or- 
chestra to_keep down softly. He wants the 
solo ty stdnd out—as it should. 

Some orchestra leaders have the same feeling 
—a lack of confidence in themselves—and ask 
the brasses to come out in their “‘support,” in 
reality covering them up completely, which 
seems to be what they desire. 

I have quit one job and lost another because 
of this demand of the leader. In the former 
case the leader, who was really a good mu- 
Sicilan, but slightly deaf in one ear, insisted on 
my playing louder than I really should, andé 
complained that he could hardly hear me at 
all. I used a solid wood stand which shut off 
some of my sound from him, being right between 
us, altho it was quite loud to the audience. 
I moved my stand to one side a little and he 
heard me slightly better—but it was awkward 
for me to see him—to look two ways at once. 
He insisted that I play still louder; then I 
gave him my notice. 

In the other case it was a woman leader; an 
excellent violinist and good leader, but she in- 
sisted on loud brass. I played quite loud, until 
I was ashamed of myself. Friends in the audi- 
ence told me I was too loud, but even then 
she wouldn't believe it, because it didn't seem 
lend to her. Finally the manager of the house 
eame into the orchestra room and said: ‘For 
heaven's suse, can’t you stoff something into 
that horn? You are too loud.” TI told him 
I was working under a leader and suggested 
that he make his complaint to her. This an- 
gered him, and he said if I didn’t want to do 
as he wished I could “quit right now.” Not 
a word was said in my defense by the leader 
and I said nothing more, not wishing to cause 
trouble for her. 

The leaders do not seem to make any al- 
lowance for the fact that their fiddle is pressing 
against their jaw and sounds very loud to 
them, while the music stand is squarely be- 
tween the cornet and the leader, shutting off 
the direct transmission of sound. I repeat: 
The overloud brasees are often not to blame, 
The leader demands it of them, thro a mis- 
taken notion that they are not loud enongh and 
that he himself is very lound—when he is not,

Twenty-two new members were elected to the 
Chorus Equity at the Executive Committee meet- 
ing on Wednesday, March 16. 

Two ‘Irene’ companies now report that they 
are 100 per cent Equity. 

On April 1 the Equity Shop ballots will be 
sent out to all our members. These ballots 
must be returned to this office by six o'clock on 
Tuesday, May 2, at the latest. The most fre- 
quent complaint we get from our members is 
that “I don’t see why a non-Equity member 
should be given an Equity contract, pay for 
sleepers and all extra performances, when she 
refuses to join the organization that has won 
these things for members of the chorus."’ There 
is no reason why she should, and every reason 
why she should not. It is only thru the Equity 
Shop, however, that you make such people come 
out and fight for the benefits they are perfectty 
willing to enjoy. You haven't heard any girl 
who has refused to join the Equity refuse her 
salary for an extra performance, have you? That 
means she wants the money, but she will let 
you take the risk of fighting to get it for her. 
When the Equity Shop is in force she can not 
work with you unless she is willing to join. 

Undoubtedly some managers ontside the Pro- 
ducing Managers’ Association have discrim- 
inated against Equity members. So far as is 
possible they have tried to fill their companies 
with non-Equity members. But they have been 
very clever in their discrimination. It has not 
been possible to prove just why Miss So and 
So, who is a good Equity member, was not en- 
gaged. According to the manager she is just 
not quite the type. When the Equity Shop is 
in force snd the manager must have a 100 per 
cent Equity company if he has any Equity 
members at all—there will be no object in his 
discriminating. Everyone who works for him 
must come under Equity conditions, so you 
can be sure of a square den). 

An alarming number of companies were 
stranded this season—companies which should 
never have gone out, because the manager had 
no Gnancial backing. ‘There is a lot of money 


owing to chorus people for work actually per- 
formed. Some of this money we may never be 
able to collect, for the man who is responsible 
for the company has no money. When the 
Equity Shop is in force our people may be sure 
that they will not work for five or six weeks, 
and at the end of that time not only find them. 
selves two or three weeks back in salary, but 
with the choice of walking home or staying 
where the manager finally decided to leave 
them. 

Read your deputy reports, your column %! 
The Billboard. Write to this office for informa- 
tion. Don’t accept as the truth anything that 
some paper that is interested only in causing 
strikes and breaking your organization chooses to 
print. The Actors’ Equity voted in favor of 
the Equity Shop by an overwhelming majority. 
That association has led you to victory before—

have been following a plan I came upon 
about a year ago, of using nicely designed title 
pages with my manuscripts. (I am a bit of an 
artist when I am in the mood.) Wé£ill this make 
one look like a trifling amateur or is it really a 
good idea that draws attention to my work and 
ves it “atmosphere,” so to speak? Some pro- 
jonals show nothing» but a black title page— 
not an ornamental scratch of any kind. Why?

Dear Sir—The following clipping was copied 
from ‘*‘Tavern Talk,’’ a hotel publication, edited 
in Kansas City: 

“SHOW PEOPLE HURT HOTELS 

*‘Drummers have their fussy faults, but they 
are clean, and do not destroy the hotel man’s 
property or injure it. It is quite different with 
the traveling stock company of actors. They 
come in a bunch, insist on rate reductions for 
that reason; take the cheapest rooms, demand 
the best room service, wash their clothing in 
their rooms, put on the electric or gas ironer 
and do their ironing and pressing, finish wash- 
ing the stage paint from their faces with the ho- 
tel towels (and that mess does not come out), 
sneak the soap and odds and ends that will 
pack in a grip, now and again tear up sheets 
for certain purposes, get out and let the hotel- 
man find out the facts later, including the 
ruining of the varnishes and paints of his fur- 
niture by setting the hot irons thereon. 

Many actors and actresses do not do these 
things, but enough of them do to make the stay 
of the stock company undesirable and unprofit- 
able to the hotel man, 

“A Kansas City hotelman told ‘Tavern Talk’ 
his troubles along these lines, and said a great 
deal more than we have said above, and we said 
enough of the nasty things this class of hotel 
guests, as a rule, is guilty of.’’ 

Just recently I called down and had quite an 
argument with the writer of this article, trying 
to show him how unjust the criticism was to 
the profession as a whole. Will say that any 
fair-minded person knows there is no better 
class of people than those of the theatrical pro 


fession, whether trouper or dramatic star. They 
all help to make our world go on, #8 enter- 
tainment is just as essential to the wants of the 
public as the hotel which furnishes them with a 
place to sleep. 

I have been in the hotel game for over thirty 
years, as clerk and manager, and have cared 
for thousands of persons, among them many 
professionals, and I fail to see where they differ 
in any way from others of the traveling public, 
but if they do I think the difference will be in 
their favor. 

During the war times, who came to the front 
and offered themselves to their country more 
willingly than our men who are of all branches 
of the theatrical profession? During the sale 
of Liberty Bonds and Red Cross drives, what 
other class of people helped more zealously to 
put the drives over than did the great brother- 
hood of actors, and how many good women of 
the stage were on the battlefields of Germany 
and France during the late bloody war? 

The Heart of America Showmen’s Club has 
its club rooms with me at the Coates House, 
and I have the honor of being a life member. 

My only daughter, a girl of 19 years, who 
from the age of five studied for the stage, has 
just embarked on her first theatrical voyage, 
and-I am proud to say that it is to be her 
life’s work, as she has no other thought but to 
make good in this, her chosen profession.

Lecturers, Preachers, Editors, Statesmen and Busi- 
ness Men Should Study Why The Billboard Has 
Grown—Why We Should Back Senator Borah’s

We wonder how many of our readers really 
took the time and the needed effort to read and 
contemplate the wonderful story that was told 
in the editorial of the Spring Speciai. If you 
did not reed that editorial don't allow your- 
self to be cheated out of the benefits that it 
can be made to you if you will but take home 
to yourself the lesson that it teaches. Back of 
that editorial is the fundamental law that gov- 
eros real abiding purposeful success. We say 
purposeful for the reason that it means just 
that. It is one thing to publish a yellow or 
slobber sheet that is for anything or anybody, 
that will sell papers or get advertising matter. 
It is another thing to be far-sighted enough to 
see that the loss of business is often a permanent 


The Billboard bas said its say when it knew 
that it was right and that it was time to take 
the spoiled child to the woodshed. It is often 
told in inner circles of how a campaign against 
@alacious, filthy films drove $50,000 worth of 
contracts from our pages. But the policy of 
The Billboard was not changed, and so the door 
Was open, and all who wished to retire could, 
and did so with the same spirit following them 
that was shown when they entered. What are 
the results? Today The Billboard is a real 
power in the moving picture world. It is not a 
Moving picture magazine. It is more than that. 

One of the sensational books that is startling 
the world is Upton Sinclair's “The Brass 
Check,’"’"’ which the I. L. C. A. Booklovers’ 
Clab has selected as one of the five most im- 
portant books that its members could read at 
this critical time in the history of the world's 
great crisis. I could not help but think, as I 
read page after page of that tremendous indict- 
ment which the author fastens upon the news- 
papers and magazines of not only this country 
but also of the world, how different from the 
ordinary publication The Billboard really is. 
There is little in ‘“‘The Brass Check” that ap- 
plies to The Billboard. 

Here are a few paragraphs that schools of 
journalism should study. They are taken from 
the editorial which appeared in the big Spring 
Special:

We have often published things in the Lyceum 
and Chautauqua Department which we knew at 
the time were absolutely contrary to the opin- 
fons and belief of the editor and proprietor. We 
expett to do so as long as we are connected with 
this publication. Our orders are to honestly be- 
Meve in our own product. Following that policy 
We are proud to say that we have never been 
tried for heresy by the management. 


Wonder how wany religions are as broad as 
The Billboard editorial policy? If lawmakers 
understood this law of life they would not, in 
this age of growing intolerance, propose such a 
bill as the one that Sidney Lyon, of Chicago, 
introduced into the House of Representatives 
Droadening the definition of libel and providing 
Penalties of $1,000 fines and jail sentences of 
ome year for persons convicted of ridiculing or 
@zposing to public hatred or contempt the mem- 
bers of any race or set. The bill defines gen- 
eral libel as “malicious defamation, expressed 
by 


virtue, reputation, character or patriotism of the 
people of any religious denomination or sect, 
thereby exposing them to public hatred, con- 
tempt, ridicule, prejudice or disfavor.” 

We are certain that The Billboard is broader 
and better able to render a definite service than 
the very lyceum and chautauqua itself. We do 
not wish to be understood as saying that The 
Billboard is more useful, that it is doing a 
greater work than the great institutions that 
are encircling the world in this new American 
form of fun and fact where amusement is but a 
coating for information and inspiration. But 
we do say that the very policy of The Billboard 
is broader, because The Billboard has builded 
broader. 


We are not specially interested in chiroprac- 
tie schools of thought or methods of healing. 
But we do say that if all systems of healing 
were to adopt the broad, fundamental system 
of gathering ideas from those who differ with 
them and would put into practice The Bill- 
board policy there would be fewer funerals and 
less heartache. There wouldn't be so many or- 
phans; sickness and sadness would be greatly 
diminished in our land. 

If we could but learn that lesson in the indus- 
trial world, how much better off we would all 


be. If laboring men could but hear the 
employer at least once in a while. If 
the employer could be made to see that 


he could afford to invite those who hold different 
opinions from himself to talk over the vexatious 
problems with him. If both sides could do as 
The BiNiboard has been doing and is doing to- 
day, how much better would both sides prosper! 

The Billboard has grown in lyceum and chau- 
tauqua power and forcefulness with each issue 
since it entered this field and this department 
was established. The old-style lyceum journal- 
ism has kept right on deteriorating until most of 
the bouse organs are dead and the prostituted, 
personal organ has degenerated into exhibit A, 
where the best use that could be made of it 
would be to cite it as conclusive proof that ‘‘The 
Brass Check” is a truthful story.

“It has been said that the lyceum offers the 
only free platform in America; but the lyceum 
is not a free platform. It is relatively freer 
than other platforms; that is as much as can- 
dor can grant. It is freer because the source 
of financial support is more widely distributed 
than that of the pulpit, the professor's chair, 
or the editor’s desk. Freedom of utterance and 
act increases in direct proportion tp the diver- 
sity of a man’s income.”’ 


Study, will you, the broad foundation upon 
which The Billboard tas builded and see how 
snugly it fits into Glenn Frank’s rules for ef- 
fectiveness. See why we can be fearless, 
courageous and tolerant. It’s too bad the great 
scientific world could not study the story of 
The Billboard’s growth and what made that 
growth possible and then apply it to its own 
activities. 

Here is a news item from a morning Chicago 
paper: 

“**A chiropractic wave is sweeping over the 
country’ was the opening remark of Dr. Charlies 
B. Pinkham in his address on “The Chiropractic 
Problem,’ read before the Association of Amer- 
ican Medical Colleges in convention at the 
Congress Hotel this morning. 

Dr. Pinkham, secretary of the Board of 
Medical Examiners of California, said the chiro- 
practor’s chief asset is advertising and well or- 
ganized publicity. He accused editors of being 
tolerant of him on account of the revenue de- 
rived from his extensive advertising.” 

Could a worse indictment against the Amer- 


ican press be brought forth than the closing sen- 
tence of that second paragraph? 


In these days of race riots, strikes, lockouts, 
Wars and hold-ups it does seem a shame that 
such a workable policy as The Billboard has 
demonstrated could not be more universally ap- 
plied to all of the affairs éf life. It would 
pay as it has paid The Billboard. Why not try 
it? 

If we cannot practice what this Golden Rule 
of journalism dictates that we should practice, 
then there is something wrong either with us 
or with the acts of those with whom we asso- 
ciate, For the latter class we should get busy 
and back Senator Borah, of Idaho, who has 
introduced a bill in the United States Senate 
Proposing fines, imprisonment and removal from 
office of any federal official found guilty unlaw- 
fully trespassing on the right of free speech, 
free press and assemblage granted by the con- 
stitution. 

It is said that in drafting this bill Senator 
Borah had the advice and assistance of lawyers, 
some of them formerly connected with the de- 


partment of justice. Im introducing his bill 
Senator Borah said: 


“The civil rights of the private citizens have 
of late often been challenged, and many times 
wholly denied. This condition has been on the 
increase for the last quarter of a century. More 
and more there has been a disregard of the 
great guarantees of the federal constitution so 
far as the rights of the private citizens are 
concerned. The facts in support of this judg- 
ment are at hand and overwhelming. Men in 
authority, officers and their agents, have made 
arrests without warrant, broken into private 
Gwellings without authority and practiced bru- 
tality toward citizens guilty of no offense. 

“I do not think we get anywhere, however, by 
merely criticizing particular individuals or by 


denouncing for a day a particular public of. 
ficer.. In fact, when such practices have become 
ingrained in our system, no particular offi: 
is individually responsible. The situition de. 
serves general consideration and permanent 
treatment. 

“I have therefore introduced this bill, which 
is designed to protect the private citizen in 
his constitutional rights particularly against tho 
arbitrary and lawless acts of public officers, 

“There is no one whose duty it is to be more 
scrupulous of the obligations of the constitu. 
tion or more regardful of the constitutiong) 
rights of the citizen than the officer entrusteg 
for a brief season with great authority, 

“Lawiessness among those whose duty {t js to 
enforee and Uphold the law breeds lawlessness, 
and not only that, it begets distrust of and dig. 
affection for the government itself among tho 
people generally. A high and sincere regard for 
law, a profound respect for our constitution 
must begin with those who are entrusted with 
the execution of the law. 

“Obedience to the law is the pillar upon which 
free institution rests. When this spirit of obe- 
dience is broken down, law itself becomes jn 4 
sense mockery.”’ 

Those who will not practice the broad spirit of 
toleration that has actuated The Billboard 
should be emasculated of all power to perpetuate 
their devilish practices upon a tolerant people, 

The Billboard has never been accused of being 
a mollycoddie journal. We believe in fighting 
the wrong, but it should be opposed with the 
right and that right is most effectively ascer- 
tained by the very methods that have made The 
Billboard to prosper and grow bigger and better 
and more useful as the years have passed. 

Read the wonderful criticisms, constructive 
and truthful criticisms, of I'atterson Jomes jn 
last week's big issue, and then contemplate 
what it means when we say that Mr. James 
could not write such articles and have them ae 
cepted by a half dozen other publications ip 
America. 

The Billboard has every reason to be proud of 
its criticisms, Compare them with the story of 
that dean of dramatic critics, William Winters, 
who for forty-two years poured out the best 
that he had to offer for The New York Tribune 
and was forced to resign when he wrote his 
honest criticism about such immoral, salacious 
offerings as The Billboard constantly and un- 
mercifully slashes to the very depths of their 
depravity—hit or hurt whom it will. 

Walter Pritchard Eaton, dramatic critic of 
The New York Sun, has said: ‘‘Syndicate 
withdrew ads from The Sun after my review of 
‘Soul Kiss,’ demanding my discharge. Six 
months later I was fired—no cause given. Next 
Sunday all ads back In paper. No actual proof, 
but conclusion pretty plain.” 

When sinister methods are used on The Bill- 
board the big birds get the merry ha-ha and 
the good work goes right on. When I have 
offended some of the lyceum and chautauqua 
managers I have heard of their storming and 
their intention of going to head~rarters—they 
have actually threatened to have me fired—but 
at such times I have not even taken the trouble 
of putting in a defense. That is one reason 
why I would rather be a freeman with The 
Billboard, at a moderate salary, than to be & 
slave, at a prince’s salary, on some other pub- 
lication. There are riches of soul. No money 
can recompense when the mind is prostituted, 
for there is no redemption. Only those who hare 
tasted real freedom can appreciate what The 
Billboard offers to a writer with a heart, & con- 
science and a nerve. We used to be taught 
that right and goodness were handicapped bere 
on earth and that those who practiced these 
virtues have to wait until the next world for 
their rewards. But this story of The Billboard's 
growth and prosperity, both of which have beep 
made possible by its fundamental principles 
outlined in the quoted editorial, are an inspira- 
tion to all lovers of truth and liberty. 

When the first Spring Special was brought 
out on St. Patrick's Day, 1901, it was not 
dreamed then by its guiding genius that it 
would ever grow to its present size. But as we 
write this article the Cincinnati office has wired: 
“Accept no more advertising copy; we are 
swamped and cannot possibly use all that is 
already in.”

At this very time we learn that great, ma 
tionally circulated papers are offering three in- 
sertions for the price of two as an inducement 
to get enough ads to keep them going during 
these strenuous times. ‘ 

The first Spring Special was an experiment. 
In those days the regular printing order was 
11,000 copies. In fear and trembling it was 
decided to print 12,500 of the new special and » 
increase the number of pages from 24 to 36, 1. — 
e., 32 and a cover. 

This year the Spring Special consists of 276 
pages, and the edition 90,000 — e 
growth when come to consider it. 

Watch us Sage the top for a big 100,000 is- 
sue soon. But best of all watch us serve the 
rank and file better than ever before. No ne 
is too humble to receive attention and none [00 
helpless to receive service wherever possible.

1,000 CHILDREN 
Crowd Milwaukee Museum 


Approximately fifteen thousand school chil- 
dren have attended the Saturday afternoon 
lectures given by Dr. L. D. Peaslee of the 
public museum staff since last November. The 
lectures are given on alternate Saturdays at 
the public museum lecture hall and at the 
southside library to supptement the work of 
the classroom and treat of special subjects of 
interest to the children, 

Dr. Peaslee used both stereopticon views and 
moving pictures to illustrate his lectures. Sat- 
urday afternoon the subject was ‘‘George Wash- 
ington and the Revolutionary War." The lec- 
turer told of the eurly colonial history and 
compared the strenuous lives of the pioneer with 
the lives of modern men and women. 

Moving pictures illustrating the Boston tea 
Party were shown and explained by the lecturer 
following the talk on Washington's life anu 
habits. ; . 

This series of lectures has been given three 
consecutive years and its popularity is still 
Great. Nearly every week Dr. Peaslee has to 
give the lecture over twice and sometimes thrice 
during the afternoon. The school children be- 
gin to gather about 1 o’clock and wait in line 
until the doors are thrown open at 2 o'clock. 
If the crowd is large Dr. Peaslee sometimes be- 
gins the first lecture earlier in order not to 
make the children stand outside for a long 
time. _He has talked to as many as 2,600 
children on one afternoon, but the average, 
based on the total attendance for this. series, 
is 1,000. 

There are twe lectures left in the series 
to be given at the public museum. On March 
12 he talked on “‘The Lumberjack;’’ March 26, 
“Indian Stories,” illustrated by pictures of In- 
dian life, and the final on April 8, when Paul 
Revere’s ride will be shown In moving pictures. 
—Millwaukee (Wis.) Sentinel.

The amusement profession throws wide the 
doore of opportunity to our artists. It is up to 
them to protect that opportunity by exercising 
caution against the defilement of the work with 
which they are identified without regard to the 
race of the offending ones. 

Ofttimes singers will substitute double-en- 
tendre lines of their own composition for those 
originally written into a good song that has 
achieved popularity. Writers and publishers will 
do well to clean the profession of this nuisance 
pefore the long-suffering public places the entire 
blame upon them. The responsibility is yours.

THE POSSIBILITIES OF “MUSIC WEEK” IN 
FURTHERING INTEREST IN BETTER MUSIC 


YOUNG New York society girl, who bap- 
pened to be a concert and opera “‘ran,’’ 
saiq the other day that a young man 

had invited her to go with bim to a late eve- 
ning dancing party. She added: “I told him 
that ] was going to the theater first, and asked 
him to meet me afterwards at my home. Actu- 
ally, I was going to the Metropolitan Opera, 
but I was afraid to tell him so for fear he 
would have nothing more to do with me." Said 
the person to whom ehe was relating the in- 
cident: “How foolish of you to cater to such 
affectation on hie part!” Yes, especially as 
be is bound to find out in ca*e they ever 


marry. . 
The incident is told as an instance of the 
affectation that exists among us nowadays. 
Certain types of persons delight in declaring 
that they do not care anything about good mu- 
sio—that they like only jazz. With many of 
them it is largely an attitude, a gesture. The 
spirit behind it is that of bravado. It is a 
spirit not distantly related to that of the lad 
who begins to emoke, not because of any 
craving for tobacco, but to show off. An over- 
indulgence in profanity is another form of the 
same braggadocio. In later life this striving 
for a man-of-the-world pose takes various forms. 
One is expressed by the married man who allows 
bis wife to go alone to church and who in- 
sists: “Ab, 1 don’t take any stock in that sort 
of thing,” not that he does not believe in 
church, but merely for the sake of swaggering 
a bit. We are at present concerned with the 
pretense of being @ so-called musical “‘low brow"’ 
and of having no use for anything better than 
the popular songs of the day, ° 
To this pretension of indifference to the 
beautiful, rather than to any innate lack oo. 
appreciation, we must ascribe much of the 
blindness to beauty thet persists among our 
population and is satirized by Sinclair Lewis 
in “Main Street.” Let them beware, however, 
those who exult in calling themselves musical 
low-brows. There is an organized drive—m 
fact several of them—now being levied against 
this form of negative musical snobbishness. 
Ob, you scoffer at good music, “the goblins 
will get you if you don’t watch out!’ They 
are already beginning to penetrate your sham 
entrenchment against good music, for they are 
attacking you subconsciously thru the motion 
Picture houses. The tired business man who 
would not even give himself a chance to ae- 
cide whether or not he cared for Wagner and 
Liszt is having their compositions thrust upon 
him when he goes to watch a feature film. 
What is more, he is beginning to like them. 


STILL more insidious method of inoct- 
lating the man-on-the-street with the 
music-loving germ is thru the medium 
of community music. The contagion is more 
direct because the individual is touched as 
& participant rather than a mere listener. The 
T. B. M. cannot put up bis barrage of dis- 
approval against community music because the 
Intter'’s chief objective is not the mere trans- 
forming of our populace into lovers of good 
music. It is most concerned with building 
Sood citizenship thru the uniting of varied 
Sroups of people in a broad musical enterprise. 
It binds them together because it gives them 
tel-expression jointly, This is a cause to 
Which the self-proclaimed low-brow cannot fail 
to respond. Here, once again, enters the “little 
joker’: Whereas the anti-art protestant may 
take up community music merely for recrea- 
ton or for the good of his community, he is 
Soon affected by the contagion of good music 
just as he was in the movie house. 

When community music received its first 
Strat impetus, thro the war-time singing, it 
bad the advantage of big, sensational pro- 
&tims or events, Nowadays community music 
B0es along somewhat prosaically, but more con- 
Gtructively. The mass singing continues to 
flourish, but it develops into intensive work 
With smaller groups. This is not enough, how- 
ever, to reach the man-in-the-street. A big 
note must be sounded if he is to be drawn 
"Way now ang then from his enraptured admira- 
tion of jazz. To meet this problem the com- 
Monity muste exponents have called into play 
the Music Memory Contest and the Music Week. 
The most progressive procedure fs to unite 
the two enterprises, holding the memory con- 
test as the finale of Music Week. 


N* as to practical suggestions. A music 
week for a city or town may be elaborate 
or simple, in accordance with the town’s 
Feseurces, It may ron the gamut from New 
York's big Music Week of last year (which, 
by the way, is to be repeated this year on 
April 17 to 24) down thru euch evgnts as those 
Conducted Inst November in Little Rock, Ark.,

and Long Beach Cal., to those planned for 
Such small towns as Davis, Cal., with its 
Population of 750. The purposes of Music Week 
are to demonstrate to the citmens of a com- 
munity its musical resources, to determine what 
enterprises should be further developed ana w 
create enthusiasm for the carrying on of such 
development. 

Where the tired business man (some busi- 
ness women are tired, too) ig touched by Music 
Week is thru the fact that it eventually becomes 
town talk, Whether or not he seeks out mu- 
sic for himself, it pursues him and forces bim 
te listen. Once Mstening (thrice, in extreme 
eases) he discovers that ‘this classical music 
is not so bad after all.” In other words Mu- 
sic Week follows up a hint given us by Theo- 
dore Thomas and makes good music popular. 

“What should a music week consist of in 
our town?" asks a reader. That depends upon 
the musical resources of your community. You 
ean at least duplicate the schedule of one 
town of less than a thousand inhabitants which 
is planning its music week to consist of the 
following: An opening rally and community 
sing, a music Sunday with a community sing 
of church hymns and with a vesper hour of 
music in the home, a concert by artists from 
nearby centers, a community night with a 
epecial program by a school chorus and or- 
ebestra, with an old fiddlers’ contest, a band 
concert with a solo singer, a production of 
light opera and a music memory contest. There’s 
a minimum program for you! Afe you not 
ashamed, dwellers in cities that cannot boast 
such musical resources? 

In a@ large town or city the possibilities are 
naturally increased manifold. For instance, 
there are all the opportunities for special mu- 
sical programs in the theaters and motion pic- 
ture houses. The vaudeville houses can book 
musical stars for that particular week. Le- 
gitimate theaters that use an orchestra can 
have special programs of entr’scte music. 
The dig motion picture palaces may put ou 
not only extra music features, but educational 
films on musical subjects or brief talks on 
musie. 

Other possibilities in the cities are exhibited 
by the schedule at Long Beach, where there 
was a demonstration of public school music, 
& concert by the city’s choral societies, a pa- 
triotic program and a church singing festival. 

In the Music Week at Little Rock there 
was aa industrial community sing, another at 
the State Capitol, sermons on music in the 
churches, special noon-day music in the 
restaurants, two prog by groups of colored 
People, a song and band concert in the Missouri 
Pacific shops and a business men’s sing, etc. 

Information regarding the music week plan 
is obtainable from the National Bureau for 


the Advancement of Music, New York, whick 
has had the New York Music Week in charge, 
er from Community Service, 1 Madison avenue, 
New York, whose musical representatives are 
organizing music weeks thruout the country. 

OR the music memory contest the plan of 

operation is as follows: 2 

The local music committee or community 

organization chooses a list of the world’s mu- 
sical] masterpieces which sre to be performea 
wherever possible thruout the city for a num- 
ber of weeks previous to the contest. In the 
actual contest a certain number of these se- 
lections are publicly performed and the con- 
testants are expected to write down the name 
of each composition and of its composer. Prizes 
are given for the best papers. 

Tone-deaf, indeed, must be the person who 
can resist the blandishment of good music as 
it is scattered broadcast thru this contest. For 
instance, in Long Beach the municipal band 
played one of the compositions each day for 
two weeks. The music stores invited the pub- 
lic to hear selections played on the phonograph 
or player piano, and teachers took their entire 
classes with them. 

In St. Clair County, Mich., where a contest is 
now being held simultaneously in five nearby 
towns, a committee has prepared explanatory 
sketches of the compositions and their com- 
posers and these are published in the daily 
papers. The contestants made up scrapbooks 
of this educational material. Exhaustive bul- 
letins embodying the details of this and other 
contests are to be had from New York head- 
quarters of Community Service. 

When once the music committee has decided 
to conduct a music week it should lay out a 
schedule of activities somewhat as follows: 

1. Various musical organizations are to pre- 
sent special programs during the week. 

2. Speakers are to give talks on music at 
clu? meetings. 

3. Churches offer special music programs on 
Sunday preceding Music Week snd organ and 
choir concerts during the week. . 

4. Community sings are carried on during 
the period in factories, atores, churches, neigh- 
borhood centers and among foreign groups. — 

@. Music is carried to shut-ins in hospitals 
and other institutions. 

7. Public school musie demonstrations are 
given at a central auditorium and at echool 
centers. 

8. Music teachers schedule their pupils’ re- 
citals for that week. 


9. Daily papers are requested to issue spe- , 


cial music editions. 
10, An exhibition of music and instruments 
is presented by the combined music houses.

NO LITTLE THEATER EVER FAILS 


By ALEXANDER WOOLLCOTT 


There came to us the other day a celebrated humorist in an inquiring mood. Ble 
asked: ‘‘Whatever became of those crazy Washington Square Players? I want to write a 
Piece showing how that highbrow, Greenwich Village stuff always fails."* So perhaps it 
might be worth while pointing out that the ambitious young group which started to make 
the dust fly at the Bandbox just six years ago did not fail at all. The Bandbox is now 
a bank, and the Washington Square Players as such are no more. But, in the perspective 
which six seasons offer, it is easy to see that their experiment was the most richly pro- 
ductive theatrical venture of this generation. In its original form the group was broken 
up by the war, because, like the Vieux-Colombier in Paris, it was an enterprise of young 
people, and, with two exceptions, all its man power was drawn into the service. But its 
work has gone on. 

The Washington Square Players gave us such actors as Roland Young, Edward J. 
Ballantine, Jose Ruben, Frank Conroy and Glenn Hunter, albo, curiously enough, the or- 
ganization never introduced or developed any actresses of comparable quality. It brought 
forth such scenic artists as Lee Simonson and Rollo Peters, but, while it made use of 
some of Robert E. Jones’ earlier work, it can hardly claim the discovery of him. It pro- 
vided the first New York hearing for such playwrights as Zoe Akins, Philip Moeller, Zona 
Gale and Susan Glaspell. By example, it prepared the way for the Provincetown Players, 
so that it must be recognized as the godfather, if not the father, of Eugene O’Neill and 
“The Emperor Jones.’’ Above all, its war-scattered elements came together again as the 
Theater Guild, which is really the legitimate continuation of the Washington Square 
Players, and, aside from Artlfur Hopkins, the Guild, since its inception, has made a more 
admirable record than any other New York producer. It would be lots of fun to sit back 
in the box-office of ‘‘The Goose-Flesh Girls’’ and laugh uproariously over the dismal failure 
of the Washington Square Players. But the facts keep intruding on one’s hilarity—NEW

M. P. T. 0. BUSY DEFEATING CENSORSHIP 


KANSAS ENACTS A DRASTIC ANTI-DEPOSIT BILL 
EXHIBITORS IN TEXAS, NORTH CAROLINA, SOUTH DAKOTA SUCCESSFUL 


The Legislative Committee of the Motion Pic- 
ture Theater Owners of Kansas, consisting of 
R. G, Liggett and M. Van Praag, of Kansas 
City, and H. Woody, of Lincoln, reports a 
series of signal victories in the Legislature. 

The efforts of the committee have been con- 
centrated on a measure designed to guard the 
advance payments of deposits made by ex- 
hibiters to producers or exchanges for the pur- 
pose of securing the payment of film rentals. 

The measure provided that all money depos- 
ited as security for film rentals by exhibitors 
must be kept by the producer or exchange in 
a bank in the county where the depositor re- 
sides, The deposit must bear the character of 
a trust fund and is subject to all the rules and 
safeguards which the laws of Kansas throw 
around trust funds of this character. The Dill 
also provides for the payment of interest to 
the depositor at stated intervals. One of the 
most drastic features of this anti-deposit bill 
is the penalties which will be imposed for its 
violation. Any violation of the law is punish- 
able by the forefeiture of twice the amount 
deposited and the forefeiture goes to the depos- 
itor. In spite of the bitter and well-financed 
opposition which the exchanges in the Kansas 
territory organized against this bill, seeking to 
impede its progress at every turn, the organized 
exhibitors of the State succeeded in passing 
the bill thru both houses of the Legislature by 
substantial majorities. 

The final chapter in the history of the bill 
was written last Tuesday when the Governor 
affixed his signature to the bill, thus making it 
@ law. The act takes effect immediately. 

A number of amendments to the present cen- 
sorship law had been introduced, all with a 
view of making the regulations now ig force 
more drastic and sweeping. The exhibitors 
showed a united front against all those bills 
and were successful in defeating every one of 
them in the early part of the session. An- 
other creditable victory of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of Kansas, due to the »mergy 
and sleepless vigilance of their Legislative 
Committee, was the defeat of a bill copied 
from statutes now in force in some of the East- 

n States, prohibiting the admission of chil- 
pn under 16 years of age from attending mo- 
Hon picture theaters without the accompani- 
™ent of parents or guardians. There had been 
considerable support for this bi'l among the re- 
form elements, so-called, to play up to the at- 
most the statements made by William A. Brady 
et a public hearing in Chicago that all children 
@nder 16 should be absolutely barred from mo- 
tion picture theaters. f 

Word comes from Missouri that “the anti. 
Geposit bill designed to safeguard the deposits 
of exhibitors from unscrupulous or irresponsible 
Producers and exchanges has passed the State 
Senate by a substantial majority. There was 
RO opposition to the bill in the House and the 
wote in favor of it was unanimous. The bill is 
mow in the hands of the Governor, who, it is 
confidently expected, will affix his signature 
to the measure at an early date. This Dill also 
had encountered the bitter hostility of the pro- 
@ucing and distributing interests, who fought 
it at every step but without success. 

Most gratifying reports are at hand from 
Texas, where, according to a communication 
from E. T. Peter, president of the Motion Pic- 
ture Theater Owners of Texas, the organized 
exhibitors defeated all attempts to enact hos- 
tile legislation, despite a very powerful lobby. 
The Legislature has adjourned sine die. The 
censorship bill, which had been introduced at 
the very opening of the Legislature an4 which 
had lively support from many quarters, was 
killed in committee entirely thru the ceaseless 
activites of the organized exhibitor. A law 
enforcement bill, the effect «f which would 
have been to close up every motion picture thea- 
ter in Texas on Sunday, was reported out of 
committee with a majority report against it. 


There was also a minority report, and the 
bill was printed in the House on this report. 
The chances for its passage, however, seemed 
89 poor that its advocates never attempted to 
take it from the calendar and force it to a 
vote. The bill, which would have collected 
three per cent of the gross receipts from the 
exhibitors of the State, known as the Three 
Per Cent Gross Receipt Tax Bill, was killed in 
committee despite several efforts to discharge 
the committee from further consideration and 
transfer the fight for its enactment to the 
floor of the House. The Governor has an- 
nounced he will call a special session in June, 
and it is expected that the censorship Bill will 
be introduced once more and a renewed fight 
made for its passage. 

Similarly enconraging reports have been re- 
ceived at headquarters from South Dakota and 
North Carolina. Mf. C. ‘Kellogg, of the Home 
Stake Opera House at Lead, S. D., sends the 
cbeerful news that censorship and SunJay cles- 
ing have been defeated in South Dakota. The 
advocates of censorship had taken great hope 
from the arrival in the State of outside ele- 
ments which conducted, or tried to conduct, a 
bulldozing campaign. This interference came 
very near giving the State both censorship and 
Sunday closing, according to a letter from Mr. 
Kellogg. 

The exhibitors of South Dakota will have a 
State convention on Tuesday, March 22, at 
Huron, 8. D. The State is being circularized 
with that end in view, and, if possible, a rep- 
resentativ: of the national organization will be 
in evidence at the State convention. 


From Lexington, N. ©., H. B. Varner, sec- 
retary and treasurer of the Motion Picture Thea- 
ter Owners of North Carolina, writes to head- 
quarters, saying that censorship has been killed 
in both houses. Mr. Varner in his tetter also 
deprecates the interference of outside in- 
terests, which, as he states, “‘came very 
near putting us out of business." The

HOW THEY TRY TO REGULATE 
The Motion Pictures in Utah 


Salt Lake City, March 15.—Now that the 
members of the State legislature have dared 
to propose blue Sunday laws local solons are 
coming to light with other plans to put the 
motion picture and vaudeville theaters out of 
business. 

Desiring to restrict moving picture theaters 
to showing every alternate night the city coun- 
ell of Panguitch, adjacent to Salt Lake City, 
and in renlity a suburb, has instructed the city 
attorney to find out from Attorney General 
Harvey Cluff if the city bedy has the power 
to regulate the movies. Mr. Cluff ruled today 
that the council has not this right. If the 
city council has the right to license them at 
all it cannot restrict them inp such a way. 
The letter from James E. Evans, city attorney, 
and the reply of the attorney general follow: 

Mr. Evans says: ‘“‘We are desirous of reg- 
ulating the picture shows in the city so that 
they will not be alloweq to run, excepting on 
alternate nights of the week. Have we author. 
ity by ordinance to clode all cafe, soft drink 
parlors and movies at nine o'clock?" 

Mr, Oluff replies: ‘Forcing picture houses 
to close every other night is not within the 
police powers of a city council. We cannot see 
that the limiting of a picture business to « 
performance every other night comes within 
the police power of a city touncil. If they could 
limit them to a performance every other night 
they could limit them to one performance « 
week, or go even further and prohibit them 
from showing any pictures at all. We think 
that the moving picture show busiress is soch 
@ business that the city council cannot abso 
lutely refuse to license same, the latter being 
a legitimate business. 

“However, if the proprietors of a picture 
show business were willing to enter into 8 
contract with the elty council in which ther 
were limited to two performances a week, we 
see no reason why such a contract would not 
be legal. The city couricit has the authority 
to regulate by ordinance the hours for cafes 
and soft drink perlors, but not theaters.” 

With all this freak legislation going on and 20 
eng in sight local theater managers are asking 
themselves and each other ‘‘What next? To ® 
man up a tree it would appear that the elected 
law makers of the State of Utah and its me- 
nicipalities were making a husky endeavor to 
make of the community a second Zion.

6, at which thirteen points were agreed upon 
to eliminate ‘‘salacious, obscene and degrading”’ 
presentations. ° 

It was proposed to enforce the terms of the 
resolution by strengthening criminal statutes, 
to which Mr. Brady pledged the association's 
aid. 

The only attack in the meeting was directed 
against the National Board of Review, which 
bad approved practically all the films. It was 
sald the board must be done away with as 
quickly as possible for the sake of the industry 
as well as for public morals.

But fortunately one 
girl reads the Book of Faust and as she turns 
the pages the characters come to life, revealing 
the tragedy which befell the Leauteous Mar- 
guerite under the spell of the evil Mephisto. It 
was thru these scenes that Beatrice Michelena 
gave an intelligent interpretation of the Liund- 
haired heroine, Marguerite. The action con- 
tinued up to the wooing by Faust and tbe sur- 
render cf Marguerite. These incidents were 
well filmed and finely played. Then the story 
switches back to modern times, showing the 
young girl suffering from a horrible dream ‘n 
which her little friend is a pitiable vietm.

We were actually sorry 
to have him disappear from the screen to be 
replaced years after by a youth who faith- 
fully carried out the finstoen started by the 
child. Jack Perrin enacted this role in a splen- 
did manner.

The drama part of this picture depicts not 
niore the quietude of the hills where a simple- 
hearted shepherd dreamed only of purity and 
faith, but it also shows the garish side of a 
sin-waiped city where folly and easy virtue 
bring death. Many of our present day audi- 
ences recall Moody's preachy drama when it 
managed to live thru a brief run in Manhattan. 
At that carly period the public did not place 
much faith in the Schlatter idea of healing. 
It is problematical whether the celluloid version 
will gather more converts, tho the latitude ot 
the screen permits of devions ways to enlist 
sympathy and hold attention for the man who 
tried to follow “in His steps." People who 
are easily misled by scenes of mysticism, or 
spiritual uplift and dogmatic titles may find 
enjoyment in this somewhat hysterical story. 
The pantomimic art of such eminent performers 
as Milton Sills, Ann Forrest and Fontaine Le 
Rue is more responsible for whatever success 
the picture attains than thru any definite qual- 
ity embodied in the story. The work has peeu 
accorded reverential treatment. Many effec- 
tive moments grip attention; incidentally the 
camera bas achieved some strikingly beautiful 
views showing the pilgrimage of the faithful 
shepherd. 

Milton Sills, with his rugged countenance 
radiating perfect faith, was wise not to over- 
emphasize the divinity of the role. He re- 
alized the human side of the character and the 
perplexity that the conflicting emotions inspired.
